GUILTY OF 
MANSLAUGHTER 


The Jury in the Case of Harry 
Kirshbaum on Trial for 
Murder returns 
A Verdict Of Guilty, 


The offence for which Harry Kirsh- 
baum has been found guilty of man- 
slaughter, was the killiag of an indian 
named Frank, from Klawock on the 
night of December 21st. The fatal af- 
fray occured at the Standard saloon in 
this city, of which resort Kirshbaum 
was proprietor. From the evidence in- 
troduced at the trial it appears that 
during the day preceeding the shoot- 
ing, the indian Frank had obtained 
whiskey from Kirshbaum. The supply 
thus obtained he loge the indian 





again visited the sal about mid- 
night of the 21st., in an intoxicated con- 
dition and demanded} more whiskey 
which Kirshbaum refuaed to give him. 
This angered the indian and he began 
an assult upon Kirshigjum: After a 
desperate struggle whifh lasted some 
minutes, Kirshbaum, #ho was armed 
with a revolver, fired two shots. The 
first entered the abdomen, passing 
through the body; the second struck 
the lower jaw, and passed downward 
into the chest, breaking the collar 
bone. The following is the Ante-Mor- 
tem statement of the indian taken three 
days prior to his death: 

Wrangel, Dec. 21, 1898. 

W. H. Lewis was sworn as interpre- 
ter, and inquired of Frank whether he 
thought he would recover. Frank ans- 
wered that during the last half hour he 
thought he was dying. 

“Ever sinca he came here, he don't 
belong here, he belongs to Klawack. 
Whenever he has any money he goes 
to this place where he was shot to get 
his liquor. Even the man would offer 
him some when he had no money. He 
gets all he wants from the back door, 
from the same man. So when he came 
back from hunting he had a few dollars 
and he bought some liquor from the 
same man, and got to drinking, and so 
when he got drunk the man refused to 
give him any more. He remembers 
that at the time he was asking for 
whiskey, but don’t know whether he 
said anything bad to the man until he 
was shot. He was drunk and did not 
know how he was carryingon. {I don't 
know the man’s name. That is the 
man, pointing to Harry Kirshman, that 
is the man who did the shooting. This 
took place during the night, last night. 
Don't know exact time. Think it was 
after 12 o'clock. Don’t know what he 
did before shooting. The man ordered 
him out and he would «not go out, so 
perhaps that is the cause. There was 
another man standing at the door, may- 
be he saw the shooting too. His name 
isnot known. He lives next door to 
this house. The shooting was done in 
Wrangel. This statement was made 
by me without being influenced, and in 
fear of death.

The prosecution was conducted by 
Gen. Friedrich, the District Attorney, 
and the defendent was represented by 
A. G. McBride, of Douglas Island. A 
motion for a mew trial was made and 
set for hearing on Wednesday the ith. 
inst. It isthe general opinion of the 
people of Wrangel that the verdict is

year, nor more than ten years

THE ALL-CANADIAN ROUTE 


Is Strongly Recommended by Lou- 
is Coste, Who Made an 
Exploratory Survey Thereof. 


From'The World’ Van., B. C. 

“A return was brought down to the 
House of Commons on the 18th. inst. 
embodying reports of Louis Coste, late 
chief engineer of the Public Works De- 
partment, and at present in this city. 
The returns contains some valuable 
evidence corroborative of the Govern- 
ment’s assertion last session that the 
Stikeen-Teslin route was the best all- 
Canadian means of access to the Yukon 
District, Mr. Coste, it may be remark- 
ed, forwarded his report in ignorance 
of the fact that the Government had 
been thwarted in their endeavor to se- 
cure the construction of the line, and 
for this reason his unbiased view 1s val- 
uable as showing the justifiability of 
the Administration. Mr. Coste report- 
ed that the Stikeen river may be navi- 
gated trom the middle of May until 
November. Mr. Coste went on to say: 

“From all I have heard and seen on 
the coast, | believe that, being given 
that the portage from Glenora to Tes- 
lin lake is improved by the construc- 
tion of a railway or wagon route, the 
Stikeen route will be the cheapest and 
best inlet into the Yukon territory for 
all provisions and mining supplies re- 
quired in that country during the com- 
ing season, particularly as it is known 
by Mr. Hamlin’s report that the Hoot- 
alinqua river offers no obstacle to nav- 
igation, and that the Lewes and Yukon 
Rivers are navigable. A great num- 
ber of people are anxious to avail them 
selves of the Stikeen route, and I must 
therefore strongly insist upon the nec- 
essity of improving at once that part 
of the route which lies between Glen- 
ora and Teslin lake. Had it been pos- 
sible to construct the prososed railway 
between these two points in time for 
the opening of navigation, I have no 
doubt but what a large majority of the 
goldseekers or traders intending to go 
into the Yukon would have adopted 
that route.’’’ Mr, Coste recommended 
that a wagon road should be built from 
Glenora and Teslin lake without delay. 
Afterwards he pointed out that a rail- 
road could replace the wagon road. 
Mr. Coste goes on to say: When the 
railroad over this route is built it 
would certainly assure to Canadians 
the vast trade of the Yukon and the 
larger share of its immense riches con- 
tained in that territory and in the nu- 
merous mining distrlets of British 
North America. Concerning the con- 
struction of a telegraph line from Que- 
snelle, the present terminus of the 
Government telegraph line in British 
Columbia, to Dawson City, by way of 
Telegraph creek, Teslin and Fort Sel- 
kirk, I am able to revort that ‘the con- 
struction of this line would be an easy 
matter. The country is an open one, 
in which, however, timber suitable for 
telegraph poles is plentiful. The aver- 
age cost per mile should not exceed 
$275 per mile..’’ 

“Ia connection with the foregoing it 
may be of interest to learn that a party 
consisting of surveyors and engineers 
passed through the city a few days ago 
en route for the north. Their move- 
ments were kept quiet, nevertheless it 
leaked out that they had been sent to 
survey a railway line from some point 
on the coast fline of British Columbia 
in a northwesterly direction to the 
Stikeen river, and thence by way of 
Lake Bennett, and Yukon and Selkirk 
to Dawson City.”

Relief for Gold-Seekers. 


—Government Will Releive the- 
Four-hundred Destitute 
Men on The Trail. 





Late arrivals from the upper Stikeen 
tell of the shortage of food among the 
miners who wintered at the headwaters 
of that river. The government has 
taken action tosend a relief party to 
these unfortunates. A dispatch from 
Ottawa says: The attention of the De- 
partment of the Interior has been cal- 
led to the statement made by the Hud- 
son Bay Company's inspector at Cas- 
siar, British Columbia, and the Pro- 
vintial government's avent at Glenora, 
to the effect that about 400 persons, 
many of whom are Americans, were in 
astate of destitution and sickness on 
the Liard and Dease rivers and Deas: 
lake, caused in a great measure by ex- 
posure and starvation, and in gener sl 
were suffering greatly. The people 
were overtaken by the winter in en- 
deavouring to reach the Yukon, and 
their supplies became exhausted. It 
is believed they were beaten by the 
obstacles to travel in the uninhabited 
country through which they had to 
pass, having gone by Edmonton, N. W- 
T.. and were unable to proceed.” 

As the report seemed to be authentic 
having first promulgated by Premier 
Semlin, of British Columbia, the De- 
partmentof the interior has immediate- 
taken steps to make an arrangement 
with the Hudson Bay Company by 
which supplies shoulé be sent by steam 
er up the Stikeen river to Telegraph 
creek, and thence by pack train. 
These supplies are going forward as 
fast as possible to relieve the distress. 


At in No Good. 








It seems that everything at Atlin is 
not what it is purported to be, and bus- 
iness is at a standstill. The miners are 
growing disgusted at the manner in 
which the Canadian government runs 
things, and on account of the uncer- 
tainty of the laws Americans are afraid 
to putin any money, and there is no 
telling what will be done. A letter 
from Mr. Butler this morning says that 
on the day the letter wat written, May 
4th. the thermometer stood at 10 above 
while along some of the creeks the 
ground was frozen to a depth of 8 feet 
deep and no work could be done. He 
says that only one man out of a hun- 
dred will get his money back. The 
trails are in very bad condition and the 
mail which came out that day wassup- 
posed to be the last until the steamers 
run next month. A gentleman coming 
out resently said that all the way out 
he saw much sickness. The men are 
compelled to eat snow to quench their 
thirst, and this soon leads to cold and 
pneumonia, The best thing for people 
to do, it would seem, is to stay away. 


Section 674. 


The following is a copy of the drag- 
net; the famous Section under which 
Fred. Page-Tustin administers justice. 
Sec. 674:- “If any person shall willfully 
or wrongfully commit any act which 
grossly injures the person or property 
of another, or which grossly disturbs 
the public peace or health, or which 
openly outrages the publie decency, 
and is injurious to public morals, such 
person, if no punishment is expressly 
prescribed therefor by this code, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail not 
less than one month, nor more than six 
months, or by fine not less than fifty nor 
more than two hundred dollars,” 

The Court Commissioner has absolut- 
ely no jurisdiction over the above sec- 
tion, and yet he assumes to have juris- 
diction; and in trying persons under 
this Section violates the law in every 
instance.

Farnsworth is in command of Company 
E that is going to Alaska, 

General Anderson is interested from 
a military standpoint in the settlement 
of the Alaskun boundary question. He 
is the American army officer who, 
about a year ago, went to Alaska with 
a force of soldiers and drove out vhe 
Dominion police that had rendezvoused 
there, it was supposed, for the purpose 
of taking possession of valuable lands 
belonging to the United States. 

The issues in tne controversy were 
the subject of discussion by the General 
at hiso'tice in the Pullman Building, 
Chicago. In describing the work last 
year, he says: 

When [ reached tho disputed territ- 
ory with the United States troops I 
found that the Dominion Police had ta- 
ken possession of Skagruay and estab- 
lished a military office there. Maps il- 
lustrating the boundary «between Al- 
aska and the Yukon district us fixed by 
the Dominion government had been 
circulated broadcast. Ten days later 
a full company of uniformed Dominion 
police came up to strengthen the ad- 
vantage already guined at Skagway by 
taking by taking possession of Dyea 
and one ut Haines Mission, which is 
the beginning of the Dalton trail. 

This gave me the advantage of pos- 
session, and when the Dominion police 
finally appeared I notified the officer in 
command that he would have to take 
his men across the border immediately; 
that my directions were to rid Ameri- 

nun territory of Canadian police. Well 
the police retired and we have heid 
the ground ever since.
